After comlderable delay In bringing the 
defendonta to trial, the case was dlamlMCd 
In a surprise move by Justice of the Peace 
J. O. Pumphrey who ruled there was "Insuf- 
nclent evidence to prosecute." 

This action was taken In spite of the tes- 
timony of a. IC Hogan, district lupcrvlsor 
of the'ttSif'trodocts inspection service, who 
•described the potatoeB in question as 40 to 60 
per cent underalre. with three to live per cent 
of Che cargo baring other defects IncJu^g 
soft rot and bruises. 

Hogan stated further that the 48.000 
pounds of cull and off-grade potatoes sacked 
in U. 8. No. I bags, which he seized during a 
concerted campaign to keep trash ipuda from 
being shipped out of the lUt*, did not grade 
up to No. 1 standard. 

So. after all lU determined effort to stop 
the potato raclicleerlng which has subjected 
Idaho to serious criticism In some of the na- 
Uon'i leading consumer markets, the Inspec- 
tion service finds Itself holding the No. 1 bag 
which It knows was used Illegitimately. 

This \fi another one of those Instances 
which makes Idaho look silly. We pretend to 
pride ourselves in the superior quality of our 
potatoes, a distinction which they rightly de- 
aerr*. Tet. when It comes to protecting these 
potatoes from misrepresentation, wb run Into 
that old story which la all too familiar In 
Idaho: Our laws are Inadequate. We are told 
that becaiue of loopholes and. technicalities, 
It's Impossible to prosecute some of our most 
Important cases. 

It Is lor the courts to decide, of course, 
whether oTir laws are Inadequate And It so. 
tt'a for our legislatures to do aomclhlng i^bout 
1^ Instead of spending moot of their tlma 
ars^ulng about slot machines and parl-mutuel 
betting. 

But In this particular case, whether It's the 
rMponslblllty of the court, the prosecuUon. 
or Inadequate laws, we have witnessed a dls- 
rusting result to a worthy and i^uch-needafl 
attempt ali law enforcement. 

Wt have felt all along that no determined 
attempt was made to prosecute this case. 
)low ws feel more than that ws were 

rtshV 

We can appreciate how the district super- 
Tlsor of the food products Inspection service 
feels after having put forth a conscientious 
effort io check the Illegal traffic in Idaho 
potatoes. We hope It will make him even more 
dttcrmlned to continue hla round-up of all 
who Tlalat« our grading, branding and In- 
spection laws. In that connection he will have 
our full iupporL
